* The Grand Signior has declared 
W ar aginft the French ; and the 
forces of his vaft Empire are in mo­ 
tion to give effeft to the declaration. 
In his march to Cairo, Buonaparte 
fuftained a great lors in three obfti- 
nate engagements ; although he 
found plenty of fubfiftence, he was 
in great want of military ftores and 
liquors.
